This 
figure is an increase of 29,891,302 gal­ 
lons over th6 consmption in July, in 
which month a new high record had

eau of mines statistics, showing at 
req lieut intervals tile establishm ent 
of new gasoline consumption records, 
n d k ates that the use of this liquid 
uel in tho United States is on a con- 
tantly increasing plane.

Fond an Insurance For Indus­ 
trial Prosperity. 
Columbus, Oct. 8.—Dean Vivian of 
the college of agriculture, Ohio State 
university, declared in an 
address 
here that the city dweller of Ohio is 
interested vitally 
the farm er be­ 
cause cheap food products 
provide 
he basic key to industrial prosperity. 
He quoted eastern statisticians, who 
have conducted a careful survey to 
leterm ine the cause of the steady in* 
lu s tra l drift from New England to 
the middle west. 
Charts were presented which made 
i pretty strong case for the Atlantic 
•oast 
investigators. 
They 
showed 
that Ohio is in the midst of a group 
of 14 states that furnish 75 per cent 
of all food produced in the United 
States. 
This rn* ans cheap food Then 
they revealed that the Industrial pop­ 
ulation in Ohio in the lust 15 years 
has 
increased 117 per 
cent. 
Only 
Michigan has shown greater growth 
in this direction, and her prosperity 
is traceable to the sudden birth of 
the automobile industry. 
With cheap food and apparent in­ 
surance for industrial prosperity Dean 
Vivian made it plain that it is to the 
interest of the city dweller to show 
concern for the farmer. 
He went 
further. 
He declared that the rural 
citizen is the one upon whom future 
America depends.

loot. 
Take any professional out of his 
particular department and the chances 
are that he would bungle the job. 
A 
first-.-1 ass box ear thief could no more 
filch a diamond ring from a Jewelry 
store than an iron fat aller could make 
the wheels of a 15-Jewel movement go 
round. 
One of the specialists »s the depart­ 
ment store thief. 
Tile larger depart­ 
ment stores have detective forces of 
from IO to Ie operatives, half of them 
usually women. 
Some of the smaller 
stores keep one or Dmi operatives In 
their employ, while others secure de­ 
tectives 
from 
outside 
agencies 
for 
work at rush seasons or special sales. 
In some cases the department s?ore 
thief is behind the < hinter. 
A girl 
working at tile silk stocking counter, 
for example, finds it easy to get a 
pair for herself, for a gift, or for sale 
at a reduced price to a fence. 
She 
simply sticks several pairs nuder lier 
garter and walks out of die store with 
them when she goes home at night. 
Detection is difficult. 
While the num­ 
ber of stockings originally delivered 
to the counter is a matter of recent, 
the fact that four or Ave girls all make 
sales out of the same lot and several 
hundred customers bandle them each 
day makes it extremely difficult to 
truce the thief. 
If employees are sus­ 
pected of systematic robbing, detinllves 
armed 
with 
warrants 
search 
their 
homes for stolen goods while the em­ 
ployees are detained at the -core on 
one pretext or another. 
How the Shoplifter Works. 
Thefts by customers are also diffi­ 
cult to detect unless the sales people 
or the store detective catch them in 
the very act of lifting the merchan­ 
dise. 
Silk stockings are stolen more 
frequently than any other articles sold 
in department" stores. 
Silk underwear 
comes next iu popularity, with leather 
goods a close third. 
Various methods 
are used by customers who help them­ 
selves to these articles. 
Women shop­ 
lifters frequently place a hag with a 
hinged bottom on top of some goods 
on the counter. 
The woman opens 
Hie bag and pretends to he sea rolling 
for something in it while in reality 
she has pulled up the hinged bottom 
and drawn the merchandise inside. 
Another method commonly used is 
for a person to take from a handbag 
a piece of cloth with the alleged pur­ 
pose of matching it. 
When the cloth 
Is put back into the bag a pair of silk 
j stockings or a piece of silk underwear 
Is stuffed in with it. 
Thefts of Jewelry, while not as com­ 
mon as a few years ago. are still of 
such frequent occurrence ag to keep 
store detectives on the jump. 
In the 
old days, when department stores kept 
their jewelry displayed on the tops of 
counters or when salesmen brought 
out several trays at a time, it wus a 
great deal easier to get away with a 
gold watch or a diamond ring than it 
is today, when trays are k« pt under 
glass and the salesman product's only 
one at a time. 
Chewing Gum as an Aid. 
Two methods are still used in the 
theft of rings. Both of them make use 
of u humble place of chewing gum. In 
the first a man with a cane steps up! 
to the Jewelry counter and asks to see 
some rings. 
The salesman brings out 
a tray and lays several rings on tile 
counter. 
The prospective •‘customer” j 
has placed a piece of chewing gum 
on the til) of the curved handle of his 
cane, 
When the salesman Is not look- I 
lug tin* thief touches tho .gnu to one 
of the rings.

Rome.—Italy eats more, drinks more 
and smokes three or four times as 
much as before the war. 
In the old days, euch Italian disposed 
of an average of 30 pounds of fresh 
meat a year and 8 cf preserved m eat; 
now the consumption Is 40 and 40. re­ 
spectively. The use of sugar has risen 
from ll to 17 pounds a year per capita, 
while the consumption of coffee has 
nearly doubled. 
Whore the average 
Italian drank 40 litres of wine a year, 
he now consumes 500. 
There has been a heavy increase in 
the consumption of tobacco, as the av­ 
erage Italian used to spend 9 Pre 
every year on bis smokes and now lie 
spends 09. 
Perhaps the greatest increase of all 
Is in means of transport. 
Before the 
war the bicycles in Italy numbered I,- 
200,000; now the country contains 2,- 
300,000; motorcycles numbered 17,OOO; 
now there are 38,(XX); automobiles 
were 19,000 and now they number 54,- 
000; public automobiles, which were 
1,500 are now 7,000; there were only 
IOO motorlaunches aud now there are 
1,600.
